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WELCOMING THEM 


In cities, towns and villages across Canada, people are 
making plans to welcome the thousands of young Cana- 
dians taking part in this year’s Young Voyageurs 
Program. 


In every community, regardless of size, program 
planners are asking the same questions as you — what 
will our group be like? How can we arrange for home 
billeting of these young people? What kind of activities 
should we organize to awaken their interest in our 
community? 


Based on experience acquired since the youth travel 
program was started in 1964, here are some obser- 
vations and suggestions which you may find helpful, but 
they are not to be taken as a set of rules. The needs vary 
from place to place, and your arrangements are solely 
your responsibility, adapted to suit your location and 
the people involved. That is your challenge, and the 
success and value of the exchange depends to a large 
extent on how you meet it in your community. 


THE YOUNG VOYAGEURS PROGRAM 


The Young Voyageurs Program is a joint venture of the 
federal government (through the Department of the 
Secretary of State), the ten provincial governments and 
the administrations of Yukon and the Northwest Terri- 
tories. It is based on the recognized educational value of 
travel and of exchanges between people. 


pis of the Program: 
to provide young Canadians an opportunity to 
meet, to know and to develop a closer understand- 
ing of Canadians living and working in other re- 
gions of Canada; 

— to introduce them to the geography of Canada and 
the industrial, political, educational, cultural and 
artistic achievements of another province. 


SUCCESS OF THE PROGRAM 


The success of this program depends on the co-opera- 
tion of the federal and provincial co-ordinators, the 
local authorities responsible for the welcome, the fami- 
lies who provide hospitality to the Young Voyageurs, 
the group leaders and the Young Voyageurs themselves. 


Responsibilities are divided according to a formal fed- 
eral-provincial agreement. 


The federal government 

(through the Travel and Exchange Division, Depart- 

ment of the Secretary of State): 

— manages and co-ordinates the program at the na- 
tional level 

— plans the nation-wide moves 

— prepares itineraries for all groups 

— organizes visits in the National Capital area for 
groups passing through Ottawa 

— assumes all transportation costs from each group’s 
point of departure to destination and return 

— pays the province or territory a per group allowance 
to help pay incidental travel expenses and a hosting 
grant toward the cost of receiving visiting students 
and group leaders 

— provides each Young Voyageur informative litera- 
ture, a travel bag, luggage stickers, and a name tag. 


The province or territory: 

— selects the students and group leaders 

— divides Young Voyageurs into groups of 21 (10 
boys, 11 girls) each group to be accompanied by 
two group leaders 

— briefs all participants before they leave their home 
province 

— provides insurance for participants for the duration 
of the trip 

— assembles groups at points of departure 

— agrees to host the same number of groups as it 
sends out 

— arranges home billeting of participants in the town 
or city visited 

— co-ordinates a seven-day program for the visitors 

— provides financial and human resources to supple- 
ment the federal contribution. 


The host community 

The host community plays a key role in planning and 
organizing 

— provides accommodation for group leaders 

— billets students in private homes for a week (prefer- 


ably where there is a young host in the family of 
the same age and sex as the visitor) 
— provides opportunities for interaction between the 
Young Voyageurs and their hosts 
— plans educational tours and social activities for visi- 
tors and their young hosts 
— sets up a local committee or sponsor to assist. 
— meets with provincial co-ordinators or selected local 
committees to suggest activities and plan programs. 
Many people tend to look at their community through a 
keyhole, seeing it from a particular point of view. Often 
the scope is limited, possibly to a restricted area of the 
community. Or they may see it in terms of individual 
interests, their own work or social life. 


In planning to welcome the Young Voyageurs, your 
first need is to see your community in its entirety, and 
study the many facets of community life. Look at it 
from four angles — geography, history, culture and 
economy. 


GEOGRAPHY 


The physical features of a region have a profound effect 

on its present development. To be able to explain these 

things to your young visitors, find out: 

— how big is your community? 

— why did your community develop in this particular 
place? 

— what effects have this location had on it? 

— are there any strange or unique geographical fea- 
tures here? 

— have the geographical features caused any hard- 
ships in the community? 


HISTORY 


The history of your community can be a fascinating 
study. If you can present it to your young visitors in a 
colorful way they will have a better idea of the commu- 
nity not only in terms of its own development but as it 
relates to the history of Canada as a whole. Think 
about: 

— who were the first settlers in the area? 

— why did they come? and when? 


— what were the major historical events in this area? 
— what and where are the important historical sites? 


— who have been some of the outstanding people 
here? 


CULTURE 


Culture in a broad sense takes in the values, traditions, 

belief systems, language, recreation, education, the arts 

and institutions of a community. To get some idea of 
your community’s cultural development, the Young 

Voyageurs may want to know: 

— what are the linguistic, ethnic and religious ele- 
ments represented? 

— what effects have these groupings had on the com- 
munity as far as traditions and values are 
concerned? 

— what facilities have been developed to encourage 
the recreational activities? 

— what and where are the major institutions (hospi- 
tals, educational facilities, city hall, museums, etc.)? 


ECONOMY 


In many instances, the main element in moulding the 
way of life in any community is its economy — its 
commerce, agriculture or industry. The Young Voya- 
geurs will discover, with your help, that farmers and 
fishermen live at a different pace than people in an 
urban or industrialized area. Be prepared to tell them: 

— what is the basis of your community’s economy? 

— how does the standard of living compare with other 
communities in the province? in Canada as a 
whole? 

— what commercial and industrial facilities exist? 

— is the community’s economic base changing? _ if 
so, how and why? 


Tie -HOST FAMILY 


Providing a home for a week to a Young Voyageur can 
be a pleasant experience for any family. The questions 
and comments of a young visitor from another province 
can sometimes make us see our own community in a 
new way. Here are a few suggestions that may be 
helpful to families selected to act as hosts in your 
community: | 


If it is possible, a letter to your guest, to his group 
leaders or parents a few days before he leaves 
home will help to pave the way for a more relaxed 
first meeting. A guest likes to feel that he will be 
welcome. If you write a few details about some of 
your community’s plans for the group, it may also 
give your guests a better understanding of the type 
of community and the kinds of activities they can 
anticipate. 

If you feel any last-minute qualms about your 
guest, remember that he may also be feeling uneasy 
about you. The best welcome a Young Voyageur 
can receive is to be treated immediately as a mem- 
ber of the family. Your attitude can make him feel 
more at home than anything else. 

Don’t worry if your young guest seems quiet and 
uncommunicative at first. This may be his first time 
away from home alone, and he probably needs a 
little time to adjust to the new environment. 

Explain how your household operates and continue 
to apply the house rules. Give your young guest his 
share of responsibility including a part in the house- 
hold chores. 

During your guest’s “free time” period the first 
thing to be said about planning is “don’t overdo it’’. 
He has come to live with you as you do, so live 
naturally. 

The most valuable thing you can give your tempo- 
rary son or daughter is good conversation. Encour- 
age questions and frank comments on your commu- 
nity and your province. You, in turn, will have 
questions about his family, community and prov- 
ince. The fun and the value of the program lie in 
the mutual discoveries people make. 

Involvement of the young host with his guest is 
essential. Perhaps the host could choose what to do 
during the spare time, to balance the structured 
community plans with a flexibility that would take 
into account the individuality of members of the 
unit. 

Ask your young guest if he would like to attend a 
religious service. 

The group leaders are responsible at all times for 
the Young Voyageurs. You should have the group 
leader’s phone number. 


PLANNING COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES 


One purpose of the Young Voyageurs Program is to 
promote better understanding among Canadians from 
different parts of the country. The young visitors in your 
community should see “what makes it tick’’. Try to get 
them involved as much as possible — with its people, 
problems, achievements and developments. Not easy to 
do in seven days! Try to plan a week-long program that 
is varied in content — imaginative, well-organized, well 
co-ordinated and taking account of social as well as 
educational needs. Here are a few guidelines: 


le 


Only four full days of the visit are suggested for 
planned group activities, as it is considered advisa- 
ble that three days (not necessarily consecutive) 
should be designated as “free days” to allow the 
visitors to know their host families better. 

One of the best ways to break the ice between 
visitors and hosts is to stage an informal social 
event (party, dance, barbecue, etc.) as soon as pos- 


_ sible after the arrival of the Young Voyageurs. But 


remember, they will probably need a few hours of 
rest immediately after their journey. 

Don’t overlook the obvious. What you take for 
granted in your community may be fascinating and 
entirely new to a visitor from a different part of the 
country. A grain elevator is as unknown to a Mari- 
timer as a lobster pot is to a Westerner. 

Do something typical of your area such as haying, 
clam-digging, visiting orchards or a particular agri- 
cultural feature, visit an embassy, chair lift up a 
mountain. Some museums and meeting of dignitar- 
ies, but not too many. 

Make an attempt to achieve a balance between 
highly structured group activities such as visits to 
industries and historic sites, and the more informal 
type of social activity such as swimming parties and 


dances. Every opportunity should be given both the 


visitors and hosts to get to know each other better. 
Neither the visitors nor their young hosts should be 
asked to pay for any planned group activity. The 
young hosts will have some pertinent suggestions 
for the program. Involve them early. Perhaps some 
activities could be planned with guests, participa- 
tory theatre for instance. 

The group leaders are responsible for the welfare 
of the Young Voyageurs from the moment they 
leave home until they return. They should be given 
a list of host families upon arrival, and be informed 
of the whereabouts of each member of the group at 
all times. Similarly, the young visitors should be 
able to contact the group leaders at any time. 


6. Both the group leaders and the young hosts should 
be involved in all group activities planned for the 
Young Voyageurs. None of them should ever be 
allowed to dissociate themselves from group 
activities. 

7. Do not use the same billets year after year, as the 
young hosts should have a chance to travel as well. 


KE yeIO2SWCCESS 


The value of the Young Voyageurs program is deter- 
mined to a large extent by your efforts and creative 
ideas. After all, the vital part of the program — plan- 
ning activities to capture the young travellers’ interest 
and extending hospitality to make their visit a success — 
takes place in your community among your neighbours 
and yourself. 


Since the program was established, the governments 
involved have been constantly improving it. They wel- 
come all suggestions and constructive criticism you 
would like to submit toward making it better.
